would be unkind to deprive them. We 
cannot but admire such Christian be- 
nevolence, whilst we deplore the blindness 
of Christian justice. Contrast the tolling of 
the church bell for Christians to assem- 
ble for worship, with the war-whoop of the 
savage to engage in deadly strife ; contrast 
the civilized voice hymning hosannas, with 
the savage tongue groaning in the agonies 
of death— unnatural death— superinduced 
by the execution of the first law of self-pro- 
tection—" blood for blood ;" contrast the 
crowds who gather in the churches to be 
taught in ways divine, with those pinnacled 
on the rocks, lining the wharves and shore, 
and crowding the bridges, to witness the 
bloody strife of tribe against tribe ;— picture 
these scenes on a beautiful Sunday, occur- 
ring not a mile apart, within view of a Biali- 
op's palace — in a Christian town, where 
men say, " Stand thou aside ; I am holier 
than thou ;" in the metropolis of a British 
colony — in view of the residence of a 
Governor who, in the opinion of some, 
should be rotained in power because he is 
peculiarly litted by long experience to re- 
strain the brutal passions of the savage, — 
and ask, are these fitting amusements to di- 
versify the Christian Sabbath! Aie these 
the best evidences of our Christianity and 
our civilization 1 Are there magnates here 
who ape the philanthropy of the Aborigines' 
Society and the evangelism of Exeter Hall, 
and yet suffer such scenes to recur over and 
over again, in the broad day, causing Victo- 
ria harbor to be likened to tho mythical 
gulf that divides Heaven from II. II ! 

It is tiiilicult to imagine men so hardened 
in the belter feelingd of humanity as to treat 
lightly the butcheries that were perpetra- 
ted last Sunday at the Ii dian villages. Still 
to aii appearance the ministers of the gos- 
pel and the ministers of the law whose 
peculiar province it is to suppress social 
disorder*, and maintain inviolate the public 
peace, act as though their tongues were 
dumb and their hands palsied — mere white* 
washed sepulchres, — mere excrescences of 
the body politic lit only to bo lopped off. 
Occasionally an Englishman — we use the 
generic term — is heard to denounce the spirit 
of Indian extermination that characterises 
Americans ; but no where in thnt vast re- 
public would such diabulical outrages as 
are hero perpetrated bo permitted fur a 
day, let alone the year long. And yet we 
boast of British philanthropy to the India i. 
Nonsense; we deceive ourselves, and io 
what wo condemn in others. 

So serious an evil has these savage feudl 
become, that no man is safe to go or oonu 

from Esquimau oi Craigflower, The ro.i< 

bristles with armed savages ; and still I be 
whits man is threatened with line and im- 
prisonment wore he to carry arms for his 
protection, in passing through tho Indian 
gauntlet' And yet this is British protection 
and British justice. Why, our very homes 
are in danger, by allowing such hordes to 
collect in our midst. At any moment, the 
feuds of tribes may cease; and love of ra- 
pine and plunder cause the smouldering

from over-running our settlements, an appeal 

should be made to the Imperial government 
to extend to us a similar protection to that 
afforded by the United Stales to her Stales 
and Territories against the invasion of 
hordes of savages. 

Attempt to Bukn tjik Town. — About 
two o'clock yesterday morning, a colored 
family named Freeman, residing on the 
west side of Waddington alloy, between 
Yates and Johnson streets, were awakened 
by a volume of smoko which poured into 
one of the windows. Upon an examination, 
it was discovered thut a quantity of shavings 
and clothing had beer, placed against the 
rear of the house of an Italian named Gran- 
selli, adjoining Freeman's, and that the 
weather-boards were burning briskly. The 
alarm was immediately given and the flames 
extinguished. The shavings, together with 
an old pair of overalls, were saturated with 
camphene, and an empty bottle smelling of 
camphene was found lying close by. The 
villain must have escaped over the paling 
behind Mr. Freeman's yard, since foot-prints 
are to be seen, and in climbing it he over- 
turned a flower box which was placed on 
the top of a post; from thence he probably 
reached Johnson street, through Mr. Wilcox's 
alley. Two men were seen by several per- 
sons prowling around, about 11 o'clock on 
Sunday night, one of whom looked through 
Granselli's shutters, whilst the other was 
keeping watcti at tho end of the alley on 
Yates street. There is no doubt but the 
design of tho incendiaries was to destroy 
the town, as the buildings in the vicinity 
are all frame, and a fire once under head- 
way would have laid the best part of our 
town in ruins, owing to the scarcity of water. 

Another Indian War. — Another Indian 
war has broken out across the Bay. The 
Stickeens and Tongas tribes have allied 
against the Ilyders, and fighting commenced 
at daylight on Sunday morning, anil con- 
tinued until noon of the same day. The 
fight originated through the shooting of 
" Karbee," the Tongas chief, by order of 
" Captain John,'' tyhee of the Hyder tribe, 
on Saturday evening last. At daylight on 
Sunday, two Hyders were shot and killed 
by Stickeens; anil at noon of tho same clay, 
the body of a half-breed Stickeen boy, about 
twelve years of age, was discovered floating 
in the water near rho bridge, with his throat 
horribly gashed and cut. On Sunday night 
guns wore fired from the various camps, 
but we have heard of no injury Inning been 
indicted. " Karbee," although shot in two 
places, and the balls passing entirely 
through his body, was yesterday still alive 
at the Royal Hospital, whither he had been 
conveyed for medical attendance. Barri- 
cades save been erected in tho vicinity of 
both of the hostile Ci'tnp', and th • Indians 
seem preparing for hot work. 

Arrival ok the Burolars. — Sprague 
and Becker alias Ithodes were brought down 
Irom Yale on Si: rday night. They have 
been sentence I to imprisonment with hard 
labor for life, r robbing Romano. At Fort 
Hope, on We lesday night, they made an 
attempt to s ■•ngle the officer having them 
in cliaige, as he was about entering their 
cell, for the purpose of seeing that all was 
right. They succeeded in felling him to 
the ground, and dragged him from tho cell 
out into th ijail-yard, when some men, who 
were sleeping in the jail, came to the 
rescue, ami after firing twice at the villains, 
secured them once more. They* were then 
heavily cliaii ed, and brought the balance 
of tho way in safely, llecker proves lo 
have been an old offender and recently 
served out a terrr of six months in the 
Victoria chain-gang, ! • he robbery of 
MoCunn's saloon. They will beset to woik 
with the gang as soon as pioper chains are 
forged. 

(Vliil ANYTHING Be Done? — The mur- 
der t>f the Stickeen half-breed child, as is 
supposed by the Hyder Indians, on Satur- 
day night last, very naturally causes the

These fnvured northern 
tribes have heretofore done Blty much as 
they pleased, and public opinion now seems 
lo call for their expulsion from our midst, 
Steps should al least b'> taken to discover

Reported Duel at Fort Yai.e. — From a 
letter received by Captain Welch of the 
steamer Wilson G. Hunt, we learn that a 
duel was fought between Dr. M. W. Fifer 
of Fort Yale, and a man named McSerly 
of Hill's Bar on Friday last. The distance 
was thirty-paces — weapons Colts six-shoot- 
ers. At the first fire, McSerly received a 
ball through his hat; and the doctor was 
shot in the neck. McSerly made his escape 
across the river. The letter is signed by 
Thos. York, but is generally thought to be a 
hoax, as we sincerely hope it is. 

A Broken Leg. — A distressing accident 
occurred at Beacon Hill yesterday. A young 
lad named Andrew Laing, whose parents 
reside at Major Bay, while riding a horse in 
the Scrub Race was knocked off his animal 
by his leg coming in contact with tho tongue 
of a wagon standing near the track, and 
hurled to the ground. Upon being picked 
up it was ascertained that his thigh-bone 
was broken. He was immediately attended 
by Dr. Tremble, and afterwards conveyed 
into town. 

Threatening to Kill.— Manuel Coyle 
was arrested by Sergt. Weihe, on Sunday^ 
on a charge of having threatened to take 
the life of Jos. M. Morras. Coyle went to 
Morras' house and smashed things gener- 
ally, and afterwards drew a double-barreled 
pistol and threatened lo put tin end lo M.'s 
existence. Morras beenma alarmed, and 
had him locked up. Yesterday morning 
Coyle was put under bonds to keep tho 
peace for six months. 

Wiiy He was Pursued. — The Indian 
whom we mentioned on Saturday as having 
been chased by a large number of persons, 
the day before had robbed the house of a 
colored man, named R. H. Johnson, at the 
corner of Myer street and the Church Re- 
servo, of about S150 worth of wealing 
apparel. Johnson complains to us that the 
authorities are making no effort to arrest the 
culprit or recover the goods. 

A Brothel. — A Kanaka, named Nahor, 
residing on Humboldt street, was arrested on 
Sunday by Sergl. Carey, on a charge of 
keeping a house of ill-fame on Humboldt 
street, nearly opposite the parsonage grounds. 
The evidence was pretty strong, and the Po- 
lice .lodge sent the case up to the Court of 
Sessions. 

Ai.as, Poor Butts!— The great John 
Butts has again fallen into the hands of the 
Philistines. Yesterday afternoon Sergt. 
Taylor nabbed him in the very act of selling 
liquor to Indians across the bridge, and 
marched him off lo jail. John will hardly 
escape the chain-gang this time. 

Ti.'E "Mixed" Case.— In the case of 
Lewis Scoti, colored, who chargnd Alfred 
McNeil, half-breed, with an attempt to slab 
him, Judge Pemberlon, yesterday, fined each 
party £5, and in default of payment they 
were both sent to prison for two months. 

fXp" C. A. Silver was examined yesterday 
in the Police Court, on suspicion of having 
caused the lire on VVaduillgtOll alley, and no 
evidence appearing to criminate him, he 
was discharged, 

Indians Murdered — Captain Hare, of 
the schooner Colonel Ebby, arrived yester- 
day from Port Town-end, reports having 
seen the bodies of three northern Indian- 
lying in a canoe, on the beach of Whidby'fl 
Island, with un mistakeable marks of haviriB 
been murdered. 

Reward— Two hundred dollars reward 
is offered by the citizens for tho apprehen- 
sion and conviction of the incendiaries who 
scl fire to the house on Waddington alley 
yesterday morning. 

ATTEMPTED Suicide.— Last evening the 
male of the barkenliue W. B. Scrantou took 
a strong dose of laudanum, with the inten- 
tion of taking his life.

Latest from Quesnelle. 

From Sir. Win, Marvin, who arrived on 
Saturday evening, in eighteen days from 
Quesnelle River and Fori Alexander, we 
learn that a large number of miners had 
reached ihat country. Owing to there being 
snow on the banks of Quesnelle, and the 
high price of provisions, little or no pros- 
pecting had been done, and no strikes were 
made of any great importance. Many mi- 
ners have consequently turned back to en- 
gage in mining below Alexander, on Fraser 
River, till the snow disappears and provi- 
sions become plenty. Others had gone 
from Quesnelle to Alexander, intending to 
take boats and ascend the Fraser still high- 
er. Eighteen or twenty boats had gone up 
to Fort George and neighboring diggings, 
which are ninety miles above Alexander. 
Some of them were bound to Salmon river, 
still higher up than Fort George, but with- 
out more provisions than beans and bacon. 
At Alexander, flour was $50 per 100 lbs. ; 
beans, S50 ; bacon, 75 cents per lb. Low 
prices were expected when the trains on the 
way arrived. 

A store had been started at the mouth of 
Quesnelle river, and another higher up the 
river. 

Diggings were plenty, 'paying S I and S5 
per day, on Fraser, above Alexander. The 
banks afforded good chances for sluicing. 

Miners were doing very well at Cayoosh. 
Dilch water was selling at 50 cents an inch. 

Some twelve or fifteen trains are on the 
way to Quesnelle from Oregon. Five had 
arrived. A considerable number of men 
were going on from the Sitnilkameen mines. 

A gambling house (tent) had been opened 
at Alexander. 

Packers, after disposing of their stocks, 
were either selling out their mules to Lil- 
looet packers or pulling them on that route.

Naaae River Gold — A. Failure !— Major 
Downie's Exploring Party. 

Fort Simpson, May 12th. 

Editor British Colonist— In my last note, 
dated March, Fort Ilupert, I stilted that wo were 
prospecting the islands alotig the coast in hopes 
of finding copper : in this \v.> were unsuccessful. 

W'c then shaped our course for Dean's Canal 
for the purpose of prospecting for plumbago on 
the Ishtill Inlet. We found the ledge on the steep 
side of a mountain after pretty hard rambling up 
through the snow. 

The plumbago on the Ishtill appears to be of an 
inferior quality, being stony and gritty. It may bo 
good when it is worked into, or the ledge may 
contain other valuable minerals. The masses that 
have tumbled down looks more like emery than 
plumbago. None of it will fuse. 

As we could not accomplish anything in the 
meantime in tho w ay of testing it further untill the 
snow melted oil", we shaped our course for Fort 
Simpson and arrived here all right. We bought 
a canoe and started for the Nasse, we were anx- 
ious to see for ourselves what the Nasse looked 
like, as you are well aware that rich diggings were 
reported to have been struck lust season by par- 
ties who were up it. If that had been the case, I 
cannot "account for their nut coming up and 
working them. 

In leaving Fort Simpson three or four miles 
NAVest, takes us into Observatory Inlet, running 
MU. and SW. ; Tonguez land on the West and 
Work's Canal on the Hast. Work's Canal inns 
Fiift about 41) miles anil is divided from the Skec- 
nabya narrow strip of land a little more than one 
mile wide. Thirty-live miles from Fort Simpson 
the Nasse comes Into Observatory Inlet. As for 
the Simpson liiver on the new maps I do not 
know were it is. 

Just now is the fishing season on the Nasse, 
and the Indians are hero in thousands catching 
small fish and making grease. The mouth of the 
Nasse is four or live miles wide, shoal waters and 
sand bars. This was a little different than I ex- 
pected, as a party in Victoria, said the Nasse was 
navigable 150 miles for steamers. liut it is not 
navigable more than eight miles for steamers. 

Ab wo came up near the village, an Indian came 
off in a canoe and told us we could not go any 
further up the river. Wo told him that if we 
could not go up the Nasse none of them should 
come to Victoria. He thought of this a little and 
said, "good, you come on." The land is good 
about the Indian villages. They have substan- 
tial homes and all appear to be good Indians. 
They were displeased at the Indian who came olf 
to stop us. The tide runs about eight miles above 
the lower villages. The land is flat, running back 
to the base oi'tiie mountains, and the ourrent is 
pretty strong. Kvcn at this low stage of waters 
we use the tow line and poles. 

We got to the first upper village, about forty 
miles from the lower one. All the way up, we 
tried the banks and bars, but the best prospect we 
could get was a few fine specs. The indications 
here for gold are more favorable. A lava dyke 
runs along here, and talcosc slate on the opposite 
side of the river. The bars look well enough for 
gold ; sti.l we cannot find anything that will pay; 
a few fine specs i.; the most that we can get in tiie 
pan. Next we went to the village above, where 
there lire a number of Indians from the interior, 
some of them from Lake liabine, who knew me 
from my being there last year, 'ii cy came down 
here on snow shoes, and return loaded with grease. 
"We got another Indian here and started. The 
snow and ice was three feet thick about the k any On J 
but we hauled our canoe oyer the iee twice on" the 
2M of April. At last we got up where parties had 
been camped last year. The best prospect we 
could get would not pay over two dollars per day 
to the man. Wo pushed ahead again in the 
kanyon with that blessed haste that never deserts 
the gold seekers. I should say this is a pretty 
hard kanyon at high water. As we got further 
up, the prospect for cold became smaller, and I 
may add miserably less, until wo thought we were 
far enough to satisfy ourselves that the Nuise 
gold diggings had been a little too highly colored. 
5 he, best prospect WO have seen » ill not pay over 
two dollars per day to the man. So, that if you 
see any one about Victoria bad with the Nasse 
fever, you arc sate in telling them not to conic up 
to " M.40 or fight," 

There is some good land lying away from the 
mines. Lower down, the flats are adapted to 
farming; but there is none of it to compare with 
the valleys on the head waters of the Skeena, As 
near us I can judge, we must have been about one 
hQfidrCd miles up on fresh water. We turned 
our eanoe down stream, satisfied that Fraser river 
is better than the Nasse. In coming down, we 
eame to the Indian's camp who stoie a eanoe 
from us at Kort Simpson. He said he took the 
eanoe to get even for v. barrel of whisky that was 
taken from him in Victoria for which be paid 
twenty dollars; besides that he was fined ten 
dollars. J t was no use for me to say that I be- 
longed to tin' Dasbaways, mid would not touch a 
barrel of whisky, lor he stuck to it, thai he bought 
it and paid lor ,t, and no man had a right lo take in 
from .him, i would suggest the propriety of ro- 
funding tho Indians the money when the whisky- 
is taken from them in Victoria, after they have 
paid for it, as Without SO doing, it induces them to 

stoal, murder, rob, or do anything to get even. 
Please see to this.

The Prince of Wales a Prisoner. — 
Considerable amusement has been afforded 
at Oxford through the eccentric conduct of 
a knight of the plough named Hedges, 
known under the soubriquet of " Lord Chief 
Justice Burns." It appears that his Royal 
Highness the Prince of Wales, in company 
with Colonel Keppel, Equery in Waiting, 
Mr. Herbert Fisher, private tutor to his Roy- 
al Highness, Karl Brownlow, Sir Frederick 
■Johnstance, Mr. H. Le Marchant, Mr. H. 
Chaplin, and Mr. H.Taylor, went out with 
the South Oxfordshire hounds on Friday- 
last; but, meeti <p with indifferent sport, the 
Royal party, on their return to Oxford, de- 
ter ined oil a ride across country. Not be- 
ing acquainted with the locality they made 
their way across the lands of Farmer Hedges 
at Barton, and, without being aware of the 
temper of the sturdy farmer, rode into the 
farmyard. Farmer Hedges, with his usual 
regard for trespassers, immediately closed 
his gales on the illustrious party, and levied 
a fine of a sovereign for damages, enforcing 
the demand with an int.maiion that none of 
them should leave until he had pocketed 
the amount The parly at first imagined 
that when Hedges was acquainted with the 
names ofhis visitors he would al once have 
claimed the Royal clemency; but in this 
they were mistaken, for upon being informed 
that he was detaining the future Ki igof Eng- 
land, ho remarked," Prince or no Prince I'll 
have my money." The aslotiishment of the 
Prince's retinue may well be imagined, but 
being mounted and encompassed by stone 
walls they were compelled to yield to tho 
inexorable fanner, who added to an "amia- 
ble" disposition, is possessed of a powerful 
frame, and on the occasion in question was 
armed wiih a dung fork, tho emblem of his 
calling. The Royal parly, although some- 
what annoyed al their detention and the ob- 
stinacy of the farmer, made the best of the 
joke, the Prince above the rest being much 
amused at the turn mailers had taken.
